In the production, students will simulate the roles . of 
' politicians, ^labour representatives, doctors, pressure group 
spokesmeniVarfdimembers of the media. They will enact In 
detail the processes whereby the biil would have been framed, 
f studied, submitted, debated, and Voted upon. 
' The conclusion Is not foregone according to the scenario, 
since'the scripts and positions are being prepared by the stu- 
^dents themselves. The voting does. not necessarily have to be 
along party lines, and the "government" may be defeated. 

Assuming the government ls.defeated;jaie;piHlM will go 
through the process of forming a hiéw govérrimeht or calling, 
an election. In this case there, will be intensive negotiations 
among the parties, the Premier, and the Health Minister 
(Claude Castonguay.) 

Assuming the government Is victorious, it. will begin 
bargaining with the doctors about fee schedule and specific 
applications of , the bill. The doctors could threaten some ac- 
tion, such as a strike, a mass rally, or a mass exodus, while 
the unjbhs could make counterthreats. ' 

Tlie external envlroriment, in 'this case as In the rest of 
the scenario, could ^ahways' introduce a surprise situation. 
Then an emergency session could be convened and a new biil 
drafted. The possibilities are highly varied. 

The simulation promises to be an interesting sidelight on 
the medicare situation in Quebec^as well as an insight into 
the mysterious processes offgo^mment wheeler-dealing.

y^jrY^Mme ' Uriie'i^and^ mass-consciousness 
myths allow for several different limited consciousness 
myths under its aegis.. Some people believe ^in the myth 
of the Cadillac In Quebec, others believe in the myth oî Nir- 
vana, and still others believe in the myth of the ancient 
rights of a people to the soil. 

All these myths are^eqiiaUy valid (theoretically) in a 
so-called pluralist sodefy.'Everiibdy is free to worship God 
inhisownwdy.

By shitting on the flag, thèy 
are shitting on all the institutions that the flag rèpiresents. 
They are attacking the mass-consciousness myths of Ame^ 
rica with a mass-consdousness myth of their own. .; 

Iho Uberais and th«rFLQ..,.Ar^ -^^^ 
The FLQ had a miich ' more^f fecUra^ way of destn^ng 
some of the government myths than the purely symbolic ac- 
tions taken by American revolutionaries. During a couple 
of short weelts this October they kidnapped two men and 
managed to seriously put into question the liberal Par- 
ty's myth about Its own ability to govern. But the FLQ had 
no positive alternative to offer Québec in termst>f a Wable 
government and was only trying to replace one myth with 
another, a far too limited field of action for any revolution- 
ary political group if it wants to be successful. 

All groups who are intent destroying the myths of their 
decadent society should draw one important lesson from ■ 
the myth-shattering activities of the FLQ-- knocking down;

Little 
did wc know that as seconds 
became minutes, and minutes 
became hours, and hours eter- 
nity, each and every qucrie 
whose solution seemed so dis-.
